A Monster Affair Last Friday 
Afternoon. 



TabernaclejAcked To Overflowing 
—Parade a Mile 



The firi&l Democratic rally of thi 
campaign Friday was a distinct 
success in every way. 

Gov. Beckham arrived from 
Guthrie at 10:45 on a late train 
Hon. A. G. Caruth and Mr. Hal 
Corbett had previously come c 
the L C. and a parade was made 
througmthe principal streets that 
occupied most of the time till cnoon. 

The procession of carriages, 
horsemen and footmen was a mile 
long and was participated in by 
several hundred enthusiastic Demo- 
crats. 

The Governor s party dined at 
Ilotel Latham and the speaking 
Jtegan shortly after 1 o'clock, the 
big Tabernacle being crowded to 
the doors. 

The Governor was introduced by 
Mr. Chas. M. Ceacham and spoke 
for an hour. He was given the 
closest attention by the splendid 
and enthusiastic addience. His 
voice rang out clearly and distinct- 
ly over the crowd. He asserted 
with emphatic earnestness the 
galit^r and justice of his title to the 
governorship and that of the subordi- 
nate State officers. His recounting 
of the iniquitous acts of the Republi- 
can leaders, having their consum 
Ktion m Gov. Goebel's assassina- 
tion, was delivered in an uninpas- 
sioned manner, but with such di- 
rectness of statement of unques- 
tioned tacts that the crowd was pro- 
foundly ^impressed. Closing his re- 
cital of the tragic and stirring 
events of last winter in Frankfort, 
he said that he had asked Mr. 
Yerkes to state whether he would 
give pardons to thoss con victed of 
the murder of Gov. Go;bel, and, fur- 
1 ther, whether he would ask for re- 
quisitions for those indicted lor 
complicity in the assassination. 
Mr. Yerkes, Gov. Beckham said, 
had never answered the question, 
but he would by sayingjthat Mr. 
Yerkes, if elected Governor, would 
pardon every man convicted ofjcon- 
nection in the assassination and 
then bring Taylor and Flaky back 
to the State under the escort of his 
staff and militia. , 

Gov. Beckham said that if he were 
elected Governor he would issue re- 
quisitions for the accused and bring 
tnem back to the State, accompan- 
iby the officers of the law, to an- 
r to the Commonwealth for the 
crimes charged against them. 

No speaker ever faced a more en- 
thusiastic crowd.

Wholesale Plan of Corrupting 
the Officers of Election Balked. 



Ellis Headley, an "Honest Eleo 
tlon" Agent, Caught Red- 
handed in Paducah. 



Paducah, Ky., Nov. 3.— A very 
severe blow was struck at "civil 
liberty " to-day. An "Honest elec- 
tion League'' agent will suffer dis- 
franchisement, serve a term in jail 
and pay a comfortable sum, all for 
civil liberty," of the kind talked 
so much about by Republican ora- 
tors and newspaper organs of as- 
sassination. 

Ellis Headley, an authorized 
agent of the "Honest Election 
League,'' erstwhile an organizer 
for the Middle-of-the-road Populists, 
and son of John W. Headley, gener- 
al manager of thcso-called Brown 
DemocraJpc headquarters in LouiB- 
ville, trow arrested for attempted 
bribery of election officers. He \ 
caught red-handed, and with ai 
of bills on him about as big as a 
stove-pipe, and the documentary 
evidence at hand that clinches the 
matter beyond question. - ■ • 

Last Monday Congressman 
Wheeler and Assistant Secretary of 
State Harry G. Tandy got informa- 
tion that Headley was headed for the 
First district and laid for him, into 
which he walked;with all ease. Will 
Baker, an election inspector, a 
sharp, shrewd man and a Demo- 
crat of the strictest integrity, was 
put on his trail. Baker met Head- 
ley and let him know he was an 
pector for election day, and 
larked that "there was not mi 
loing.". Headley exhibited to b 
a big roll of bills and said: "Tha 
what we are doing business witl 
and then confided to Baker 
business of finding officers « 
would falsify the count. 

Mayor Lang, of the Democratic 
committee, then wrote a letter to 
Baker, telling him of his appoint 
inent and asking him to recommend 
i as inspectors in certain wards 
of the city. This Baker showed to 
Headley and the latter then and 
there paid Baker $150, for which 
Baker gave a receipt, keeping a 
copy, sUting that the money was 
paid in consideration of his appoint- 
ing such inspectors as Headley 
wanted. 

To get still further proof on 
Headley, some other inspectors 
were steered up against him, and 
the midst of his transactions 
th them, the police, having wit- 
ssed the whole proceeding by;ar- 
ngement, quietly stepped in and 
rested Headley. He gave bond 
for his appearance. 

The penalty for Headley 's offense 
s ninety days in jail, $100 fine 
disfranchisement. 

Headley 's arrest, it is believed, 
has entirely upset a plan for the 
wholesale corruption of election 
officers in this and other cities of 
the First district. It also seems to 
thoroughly expose the "Honest 
Election League" and Mid-road 
Populist annexes of the Republican 
party.
